NHS Trust to downgrade 
maternity services was 
thrown out in 2008. 

Dr Fisher, of the Keep The 
Horton General campaign, 
said: “Recognition for 
obstetrics is very much in 
the balance. 

“If the training in 
gynaecology is regarded as 
being downgraded, then we 
will be in trouble.” 

He warned putting the six 
remaining beds in a mixed- 
sex surgical ward would see 
women seen by less skilled 
non-specialist nurses. 

Beds would not be for 
gynaecology patients only, 
leading the former general 
physician, who retired in the 
1990s, to say: “There could be 
potential problems with 
finding beds for people.” 

Hospital bosses say the 
changes would reflect 
services at Oxford’s John 
Radcliffe Hospital, reduce 
admissions and introduce 
new diagnostic procedures. 


And they have been 
welcomed by the Oxfordshire 
joint health overview and 
scrutiny committee 
watchdog, which refused to 
order a full consultation. 

It acknowledged nurses’ 
concerns over “privacy and 
dignity” by using a general 
ward for beds but urged staff 
and managers to work 
together. 

Bosses have pledged to use 
screens and partitions to 
ensure single-sex 
accommodation. 

Committee chairman Dr 
Peter Skolar said of training 
concerns: “It is actually the 
exact opposite; they are 
increasing the throughput of 
patients.” 

A trust spokesman also 
said more patients would 
safeguard doctor training 
and a specialist nurse would 
be on the surgical ward and 
nurses would be trained. 

Andrew Stevens, trust 
director of planning and 


information, said plans 
would “improve the services 
for gynaecology patients in 
the north of the county and 
give better equality of 
services between Oxford and 
Banbury”.

PUPILS have handed over potentially life¬ 
saving equipment to a Banbury hospital. 

Youngsters at Bloxham Primary School 
raised £258 for the Oxfordshire Stillbirth 
and Neonatal Death Charity to help pay for 
three heartbeat monitors for midwives to 
use on unborn babies. 

Their teacher, Karen Hancox, inspired 
the youngsters through her work with the 
charity. 

Mrs Hancox, 33, who teaches at the 
school, and her husband, Neil, were left 
devastated after their daughter, Kayleigh 
was stillborn in November, 2007. 

In 2008 they set up the Angel Gifts 


Appeal and raised more than £10,000 to 
build a public children’s memorial in the 
Snowdrop Garden, Hardwick Hill 
Crematorium, where Kayleigh’s ashes are 
buried, as well as paying for monitoring 
equipment for the Horton’s maternity unit. 

Since then Mrs Hancox has thrown 
herself into campaigning for the Sands 
charity. 

She said: “The Bloxham school council 
presented Clare Pagett, the delivery suite 
manager at the Horton maternity unit, with 
a foetal heartbeat monitor (pictured right). 

“If all the hard work helps to save just 
one baby’s life, then it was all worth it.” 



Neighbours’ rap for 
school land sell-off 


NEIGHBOURS have hit out 
at plans by Banbury School 
to sell part of its playing 
field for houses. 

The school wants to sell 
part of its playing field bor¬ 
dering Springfield Avenue to 
finance £750,000 improve¬ 
ments to sports facilities. 

The school said it did not 
know how many homes 
would go on the site, next to 
its former Stanbridge Hall,

which is being redeveloped 
for 70 flats for OAPs. 

Principal Dr Fiona 
Hammans said the school 
had a surplus of playing 
field land. 

But some Springfield 
Avenue residents criticised 
the plan. Nurse Claire Hunt, 
43, said: “It is a big school, 


surely they need that 
amount of ground for the 
number of children they 
have got there.” 

James Crain, 57, said: “I’m 
not in favour of the sell-off. It 
is nice and peaceful when 
the kids are not there. 

“They have already done 
something with Stanbridge 
Hall. They didn’t say they 
were going to sell the field 
off. My garden is going to be 


overlooked.” An exhibition 
on the plans will be held at 
the Ruskin Road school next 
Wednesday, from 3.30pm to 
about 7pm. 

Dr Hammans said the sell- 
off was needed because the 
school missed out on a major 
£20m refurbishment pro¬ 
gramme because of 
Government cuts. 

It was hoping for the cash 
under Labour’s national 


Building Schools for the 
Future scheme, which the 
coalition massively scaled 
back. 

Dr Hammans said: “The 
changing rooms are desper¬ 
ately in need of extending. 
The sports hall needs refur¬ 
bishment, it is like some¬ 
thing out of the 1950s.” 

The cash would also pay 
for an all-weather pitch near 
Bloxham Road.

Homes plan 
returns after 
policy ruling

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build 65 homes in Adderbury 
have returned, with a 
developer saying a planning 
policy ruling could now work 
in its favour. 

Residents are furious at 
the new bid by Berkeley 
Homes for homes at land off 
Milton Road, saying it would 
ruin their countryside views. 

The development would 
also include a sports pitch, 
which could be offered to 
Addberbury Park Football 
Club. 

The developer’s first plan 
was rejected at Cherwell 
District Council and then on 
appeal at The Planning 
Inspectorate last year. 

Inspectors partly refused 
the appeal because they said 
the council could probably 
show it had earmarked land 
to meet housing need over 
five years. 

But the developer now 
argues the council does not 
have enough sites to meet 
this need. 

It points to the inspector’s 
ruling in favour of a 140- 
homes plan for Talisman 
Road, Bicester, which said 


the supply was likely to be 
under five years. 

And Berkeley said 
developments at Bankside in 
Banbury and south west of 
Bicester were unlikely to 
progress quickly enough. 

Taking into account new 
Government demand for 
housing, this leaves the 
council 1,239 units short of 
its 4,423 target, some 3.6 
years of supply, it said. 

The council rejected the 
plan last year as it would 
cause “harm to the character 
and appearance of the 
countryside”. 

St Mary’s Road residents 
hit out at the plan. 

Janet Tew, 71, whose 
garden backs on to the site, 
said: “It is dreadful, as 
everyone was so pleased 
when it was refused. 

“There will be so much 
more traffic and people. 

There are no facilities here.” 

Margaret Williams, 86, 
whose home overlooks the 
field, said: “It is going to 
completely alter our way of 
life. We won’t have a village if 
we go on like this, we will be 
a suburb of Banbury.”

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‘Criminals will be relentlessly pursued. We will visit them every day’ 


Get-tough pledge 
of police chief 


CRIMINALS in Bicester are getting 
daily visits from the police to make 
sure they stay on the right side of the 
law. 

Cherwell’s new police boss, 
Superintendent Andy Boyd, has 
warned those who commit, or are 
suspected of committing crime, that 
they will be “pursued relentlessly” in 
a bid to reduce crime in the district. 

And he has not ruled out visiting 
offenders at their homes himself. 

Supt Boyd officially started his 
new role on Monday but has been 
acting superintendent for about six 
weeks. 

He said: “Those that are out there 
committing crime will have already 
noticed a difference in the last six 
weeks. 

“What they have been experiencing 
recently is going to continue. 

“They have been regularly visited 
at their home address and made to 
feel uncomfortable. 

“Our job is to stop them

committing crime to enable the 
people of Cherwell to live in peace 
and not feel threatened or 
intimidated. 

“Some believe they are free to go 
out and commit crime at will. It’s 
important to us to demonstrate to 
them that that is not acceptable. 

“It is also important that victims of 
crime understand, and recognise, 
that we will challenge those people 
who think they can get away with it.” 

He refused to say how many people 
had daily visits from officers, but said 
it was a minority of troublemakers 
known to the police, across Bicester. 

Supt Boyd said: “A lot of criminals 
are visited every day, some more than 
once a day, because we want to know 
where they are, what they are doing. 

“We will relentlessly pursue them.” 

Supt Boyd has been with Thames 
Valley Police for 26 years and has 
spent the majority of that time 


working in Oxfordshire. 

He was a detective chief inspector 
at St Aldates Police Station, Oxford, 
for many years, and most recently 
was chief inspector in the Vale of the 
White Horse - which covers areas 
including Abingdon and Wantage. 

There, he saw crime rates drop by 
18 per cent over the three years he 
was in charge. 

But he has ruled out continuing an 
initiative he started in the Vale, 
whereby he bought and delivered a 
cake to criminals on their birthday - 
with a message warning them to stay 
out of trouble or risk jail. 

Supt Boyd said his priorities for 
Cherwell were protecting vulnerable 
people, challenging criminals and 
reducing crime. 

He said: “Cherwell has a very low 
crime rate, per head of the 
population, and is one of the safest 
areas to live. 

“So maintaining that will be a real 
challenge.”

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PUNCTUALITY of Chiltern 
Railway trains slumped last 
month amid teething 
problems with new signals 
and the firm’s new speeded- 
up timetable. 

And the company is now 
planning timetable changes 
to improve reliability. 

Just 87 per cent of 
Chiltern’s trains reached 
their destinations on time 
between mid-August and 
mid-September, down from 
93.2 per cent in the previous 
four weeks. In the same 
period last year, 97.3 per cent 
of the firm’s trains ran on 
time. 

Chiltern’s new Mainline 
timetable, which was 
launched in September, was 
disrupted by a series of 
major faults affecting new 
signal equipment installed in 
August. 

The new timetable brings 
Banbury within an hour of 
London, with some trains 
between Bicester North and 
London Marylebone 
completing the journey in 
under 45 minutes. 

Services suffered long 
delays for several days, 
sending performance 
plummeting and dropping 
Chiltern from near the top of 
the rail punctuality league to 
third from bottom. 

Of the 19 major rail firms, 
only East Coast, which links 
London with the North-east

and Scotland, and Virgin, 
which operates between 
London, the West Midlands, 
the North West and Scotland, 
performed worse than 
Chiltern, with on-time 
performance of 86.7 and 82.1 
per cent respectively. 

However, Chiltern is now 
again heading in the right 
direction, with punctuality in 
the third week of September 
climbing to 89.87 per cent. 

The figure would have 
been higher except for an 
incident when cows got on to 
the tracks, delaying a 
number of services. 

A spokesman said: “The 
September 5 timetable 
change was the biggest in a 
decade. 

“The disruption has been 
caused by a huge variety of 
different issues, including 
teething problems with our 
new infrastructure. 

“As a result we’ve not been 
able to deliver our usual 
consistently reliable service. 

“We are doing everything 
possible to get these issues 
resolved quickly.” 

A number of changes have 
already been made to the 
type of trains used on some 
services to help reduce 
overcrowding and Chiltern is 
planning a number of

timetable alterations in 
December to improve 
reliability further. 

Chris Bates, of the 
Cherwell Rail Users’ Group, 
said: “Chiltern’s 
performance has improved 
in the past couple of weeks, 
as they seem to have ironed 
out most of the bugs in the 
infrastructure. 

“But they need to work a 
lot harder to improve 
performance to achieve the 
kind of punctuality 
passengers are used to 
and there isn’t much 
recovery time allowed in 
the new timetable if there 
are problems in the 
future.”

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Cancer man’s special bicycle stolen 


Robbed of 
the chance 
of recovery

A CANCER patient says his 
recovery will be damaged after 
thieves stole his special bicycle. 

David Thornhill, 37, said the 
bike, which took him a year to 
design and build, had helped 
replace muscles removed along 
with 20 tumours from his left 
leg. 

Yet it was stolen from the staff 
car park of Banbury’s Oxford & 
Cherwell Valley College at 5pm 
on Monday of last week. 

Mr Thornhill, who was 
diagnosed with aggressive 
fibromatosis seven years ago, 
said: “I am very upset, very 
angry and feel particularly 
bereft and powerless. 

“If I can’t cycle regularly, then 
muscle degeneration starts to 
occur. Only by cycling does it 
degenerate. If I can’t keep 
mobility I could lose my leg.” 

Mr Thornhill, the college’s 
course leader for graphic design, 
is now distributing 1,000 flyers 
around the college and town in a 
bid to get his prized possession 
returned. 

A colleague at the Broughton 
Road college saw two men force 
the bike off a rack attached to 
the back of his car. 

Mr Thornhill said: “My 
students are shocked at how 
somebody can walk away in the 
middle of the day after stealing 


a bike in front of people’s eyes.” 

He makes a 50-mile round trip 
to and from work in the summer 
and has just returned from a 
massive ride around France. 

Mr Thornhill says he 
manufactured the cycle frame 
from lightweight carbon fibre 
and was configured to suit his 
6ft 4ins height. 

The bike was “several years” 
in the planning and has special 
pedals, which lock to his cycling 
shoes. 

Mr Thornhill - whose 
condition is being monitored by 
the Nuffield Orthopaedic Centre 
in Oxford - said that the theft 
also meant he would not be able 


to take part in a planned student 
cycle ride, from Whitehaven in 
the Lake District to Sunderland 
at Easter, without the bike. 

Students have joined Mr 
Thornhill on charity bike rides 
for cancer charities, raising 
thousands of pounds. 

The bike is a yellow Reef 
performance road bike, with 
Planet X written on the saddle. 

Witnesses described seeing 
two white men in their late 
teens. One was wearing a bright 
yellow T-shirt.

Flu jabs on offer to 


those at most risk 


HEALTH bosses are planning to give an 
extra 8,500 flu jabs this year, in a bid to keep 
the county bug free. 

NHS Oxfordshire is gearing up for flu 
season by urging at-risk people to get 
vaccinated. 

Last year, GPs across the county gave 
108,440 seasonal flu vaccines to eligible 
patients. This year they expect the number 
to rise to at least 116,902. 

Local OAP Margaret Savage, who has a 
heart condition and uses an inhaler, has had 
the annual flu jab for the last eight years. 

The 61-year-old urged all eligible people to 
get the jab, even if they felt fit and healthy. 

She said: “If you do not get called and you 
normally have it, make inquiries. If you are 
not happy, go to the primary care trust.

“I think it is very important to have the flu 
vaccination because you cannot fight off 
infections so well when you are older. 

“Prevention is better than cure. My 
husband, Anthony, and I try to keep healthy 
and active, but I feel the jab is something 
that helps us through the winter.” 

Mrs Savage also pointed out that if she, 
and others like her, did not have the 
injection it would cost the NHS more in 
doctors’ appointments, hospital treatment 
and medication to treat problems such as 
chest infections. 

NHS Oxfordshire said the criteria for free 
flu vaccination was for anyone aged 65 and 
over or who had an 
underlying health 
condition. 

A spokesman said: 
“Vaccination against 
seasonal flu is the 
best way to protect 
yourself. 

“If you could see 
flu germs, you would 
see how quickly and 
how far they spread. 

“Cold and flu 
germs can live on 
some surfaces for 
hours. 

“To protect 
yourself and others 
this winter, always 
carry tissues with 
you and use them to 
catch your cough or 
sneeze. 

“Bin the tissue 
and wash your 
hands.”

Payback over plundered funds 


A MAN who plundered a society’s funds is 
set to lose almost £600,000 worth of his 
ill-gotten gains, including a holiday property 
in Northern Cyprus. 

Dennis Grant’s realisable assets include 
two houses in the UK, two cars and a villa 
and three plots of land in Turkish-controlled 
Cyprus, according to the Crown Prosecution 
Service. 

The 63-year-old, of Upper Tadmarton, who 
was chief executive of the Cotswold Water 
Park Society when he stole about £700,000 of 
its funds, was jailed for four years and four 


months in July. 

He had admitted six offences of fraud and 
deception. 

He appeared at Gloucester Crown Court 
for a progress hearing in follow-up 
proceedings under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act. 

Mary Harley, prosecuting, said the Crown 
would submit at the full hearing on October 
11 that Grant benefited from crime by 
£700,000 and had realisable assets of 
£592,000 which could be confiscated under 
the Act. 


Swans are killed 

TWO swans were shot in the neck at a reservoir at 
Claydon. They were found beside Clattercote Reservoir 
on September 14 but the RSPCA only released details of 
the killings last week. It is an offence under the Wildlife 
and Countryside Act to injure or kill a wild bird. 

RSPCA Inspector Annabelle Black said: “We want to 
find the person responsible. 

“I would appeal to anyone who may have seen anyone 
acting suspiciously in the area, or who has heard of 
people taking pot shots at swans. 

“People cannot be allowed to get away with this.” 

She urged anyone with information to call the charity

Aside from the casting of rising 
star Daniel Kaluuya as Johnny's 
sidekick and a prominent role for a 
voice-controlled Rolls-Royce 
Phantom Coupe V16, Johnny 
English Reborn could have been 
shot directly after the original film 
and left to gather dust on a shelf 
marked “Straight To DVD Some 
Day”. 

While the new incarnation 
James Bond has been playing 


catch-up with Jason Bourne, 

Rowan Atkinson's secret agent 
continues to hark back to the 
Connery and Moore years. 

He’s out-dated and a chauvinist, 
dismissing the most obvious 
suspect for a shooting simply 
because it’s a woman (Pik Sen 
Lim). 

Action sequences unfold at 
pedestrian pace - literally in the 
case of a rooftop pursuit. 

A car and motorcycle chase 
through London looks sluggish 
even with footage clearly speeded 
up. 

Following a disastrous mission 
in Mozambique, Johnny (Atkinson) 
turns his back on MI7 and heads to 
a Tibetan retreat to learn that, 
“Mind must be master of body”. 

Section chief Pamela Thornton 
(Gillian Anderson) woos him back 
to help thwart an assassination 
attempt on the Chinese premier. 

She pairs him up with rookie 
agent Tucker (Kaluuya), who lives 
in south London with his mother 


and finesses his gun skills by 
playing on his Xbox. 

Johnny English is an old- 
fashioned, gently effervescent spy 
caper that amuses but rarely 
delights. 

Atkinson’'s talent for physical 
humour delivers a couple of belly 
laughs, including a hilarious tussle 
between Johnny and the Chinese 
premier’s secret assassin. 

His contortions are pure Mr 
Bean while the rest of the cast 
keep straight faces. 

A broken lever on a swivel chair, 
which causes the eponymous agent 
to rise and fall during an 
important meeting, is an old 
chestnut but director Parker roasts 
it to perfection. 

The script lacks invention and 
dialogue feels flat, apart from the 
occasional zinging one-liner such 
as when Johnny tells disfigured 
gadget expert Patch Quartermain 
(Tim Mclnnerny), who uses a 
wheelchair, “Great to see... what’s 
left of you”. 


Atkinson’s co-stars do what they 
can with their two-dimensional 
roles as the sequel trundles 
towards the inevitable final 


showdown in a mountain-top 
hideout. After this second 
assignment, Johnny’s licence-to- 
thrill has been revoked.

Feel-good 
factor from 
new Leon 


H ealth matters are 
something rarely 
touched on in this 
column, but bear 
with me it is rele¬ 
vant. I woke with what doctors 
routinely refer to as sudden 
onset lower back pain. Put like 
that it doesn’t sound too bad, but 
trust me when you take 30 min¬ 
utes just to lever yourself out of 
bed in the morning, it is not 
much fun. 

Even when I managed to get 
up, it was no barrel of laughs, as 
whether I was standing, sitting 
or lying down made little differ¬ 
ence to the dagger-like stabs of 
pain. 

That was until I got behind the 
wheel of the Leon and eased 
myself gently into the driver’s 
sports seat.

by the excellent seats in the 
Leon is reflected in every aspect 
of the five-door family car. Light 
on its feet, yet surprisingly solid 
at motorway speeds, the Leon is 
a taut, nimble and precise-han¬ 
dling hatchback. 

The Leon, especially in 
upmarket SE trim, is pretty well 
equipped, with a package of 
equipment that includes dual¬ 
zone climate control, eight- 
speaker MP3-compatible 

radio/CD with AUX-in and USB 
connectivity, steering wheel- 
mounted audio controls and 
electronic differential lock. 

But the Copa trim level adds 
another £1,000-plus worth of 
equipment for nothing. That 
means the car comes with the 
SEAT ‘Media System’ — more of 
that in a moment — along with 
rear parking sensors, light and 
rain sensors and an auto- 
dimming rear-view mirror. 

The SEAT Media System fit¬ 
ted to the Leon SE Copa includes 
not only a touchscreen satellite 
navigation system with 3D map¬ 
ping and dynamic route guid¬ 


ance and an SD card slot for MP3 
playback, but a DAB digital 
radio tuner and Bluetooth audio 
streaming connectivity. 

The Leon Copa versions are 
offered with a simple choice of a 
petrol or a turbodiesel engine, 
both delivering 105 horsepower. 

Its compact footprint belies 
the space available and by fold¬ 
ing the rear seats flat, I managed 
to move a large flat-screen TV, a 
DVD player, a wooden TV stand, 
two chairs, a flat-pack dining 
room table and several other 
bags with no problem, though I 
confess to enlisting some help in 
shifting it all.
